Cabinet Changes. 

The dispatches of yesterday announce 
Officially the displacement of General Cox 
as Secretary of the Interior. Thus a mat- 
ter under consideration for sometime has 
been decided. Anybody can read that the 
step was postponed for the result of the 
late elections. This result General 
Grant evidently construes into “not 
much of a storm, after all,” in favor 
of the Democrats, and that his best chances 
contmue in rambling along with the in- 
tensest Radicals. Governor Cox has been 
always “coming up on time” with the 
strictest of his party when elections were 
on hand; but neyertheless has more repu- 
taton as a gentleman than have 
most of those high in office at this 
time; and hence has rather more 
ot what are popularly called “conservative 
views, and some respect for official duties 
as distinct from mere partisan services. 
This is a distinction which the President 
either cannot understand or is not disposed 
to tolerate. The sole official charge pub- 
lished against Gov. Cox is that, after al- 
lowing his clerks the usual annual four 
weeks of holiday without deduction of 
pay, he could not see himself authorized 
by law to allow further time for the pur- 
pose of enabling those clerks to travel to 
their respective States merely for the pur- 
pose of voting the Radical ticket. This is 
“the head and front of his offending;” and 
thus Mr. Cox has been fatally deficient in 
the theory and practices of those Secreta- 
ries whom Gen. GRANT has made up his 
mind to alone retain—those recognizing 
in their Departments nothing but political 
machines for promoting the devices and 
objects of their party. On this point the 
President declares that he must have 
“barmony in his Cabinet.” The removal 
of Mr. Cox has been, we are told, strenu- 
ously impressed upon the President by 
Senators CAMERON and CHANDLER, who, 
“both of them, as is well known,” says 
the Boston Post, “have peculiar means of 
operating upon the removing power.”
